wurSj Expevce^ and Charges of them and their AffociateSj and thofe under whoti 
ibey Claim, Subdued^ and Improved, and thereby become a confiderable Enlarge- 
ment and Addition of Our Dominions and Inter eft there, NowKnowYe^ 
Xhat in Confideration thereof, and in Regard the faid Colony is remote 
froai other* the Englifh Plar. rations iii the Places aforefaid, and to th^ End 
the Affairs and Bufinefs which (hall from Time to Time happen or arife 
Concerning the fame, may be duly Ordered and Managed, we have thought 
fit^ and at the humble Petition of the Perfons aforcfaid, and are graciouflf 
Pleafed to create and make them a fiody Politick and Corporate, with the' 
Powers and Privileges herein after mentioned \ and accordingly Our WiU 
and Pleafure is, and of our efpecial Grace, certain Knowlege^ and meer 
Motion, We have ordained, conftitated and declared,, and by thefc Pre- 
leots, for Usi Our Heirs and Succeflbrs, Do ordain^ conftitutc and declare, 
that they the faid John tf^inthropy John Mafon, Samuel Wyllys, Henry Clarke^ 
Matthew Allyn, John.Tapping, Hathan Geld, Richard Treati Richard Lord^ 
Henry tf^olcott^ John Talcott, Daniel Clarke, John Ogden^ Thomas fVellSi

Camfield. and all fuch others as now are, or hereafter fhall be admitted, and 
made Free of the Company and Society of Our Colony of ConneSiicut, irt 
America, fliall from Time to fime, and for ever hereafter, be One Body 
Corporate and Politick, in Faft and Name, by the N^me of. Governor and 
Ccmpatry of the Englifh Colony of Connefticut in New-England, in America j 
and that by the fanie Name they and their SucceiTors mall and may have 
perpetual Succcflion, and (hall and may be rerfons able and capable in the 
Law, to plead and be impleaded^ to anfwer and to be anfwered unto, to 
defend and be defended iii all and Angular Suits, Caufes, Quarrels, Matters, 
Aftions, and Things, of what Kind or Nature focver ; and alfo to have, 
takcj.poffefs, acquire, and purchafe Lands, TenemcntSj or Hereditaments^ 
or any Goods, or Chattels, and the fame to leafe, grant, demife, alien^ 
bargain, fell, and difpofe of, as other Our liege People of this Our. Realm 
oi England, or any other Corporation or Body Politick within the fam%.may 
lawfully do. And further. That the faid Governor and Company, apd 
their Succeffors, fliall and may fof ever hereafter have a Common Seal, to 
fcrve andisfe for all Caufes, Matters, Things, and Affairs whatfoever, of 
them and their Succeflbrs, and the fame Seal to alter, change,. break, and 
make new from Time to Time, at their Wills and Pleafores, as they (hall 
think fit. And further. We will and ordain, and by thefe Prefents, for 
Us, our Heirs and Succeflbrs, do declare and appoint, that for the better 
ordering and managing of the Affairs and Bu&nefs of the faid Company^ 
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and their Succeflort^. tKere (hall be One Governor, One Deputy-Governor^ 
A Governor, and Twclvc JVffiftants, to be fijotn Time to Time conftituted, cleded and

and Body Politiclc, and them into the fame to admit; And to eleft and 
conftitutefuch Officers as they Ihall think fit and requifite for the ordering,' 
managing and difpofing of the Affairs of the faid Governor and Company, 
and their SccefTors : And We do hereby for Us, Our Heirs and SuccciTors,' 
eftablifh and ordain. That once in the Year for ever hereafter, Namely, the 
faid Second Thurfday in Mjy, the Governor, Deputy- Governor, and 
Afliftants of the faid Company, and other Officers of the faid Company, or 
fuch of them as the faid General AfTembly fhall think fit, fhall be in the faid 
General Court and AfTembly to be held from that Day or Time, newly 
chofco for the Year enfuing, by fuch greater Part of the faid Company for 
the Time being, then and there prelcnt -, and if the Governor, Deputy- 
Governor, and Affiftants by thefc Prefents appointed, or fuch as hereafter 
be newly chofcn into their Rooms, or any of them, or any other the Officer* 
to be appointed for the faid Company Ihall di^, or be removed from his or 
their fcveral Offices or Places before the faid general Day of Eleftion, 
whom We do hereby declare for any Mifdemeanor or Default, to be re-

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then, and in every fuch Cafe, it (ball and may be lawful to and for the Gd- 
▼crnor, Deputy-Governor, and AGiftants, and Company aforcfaid, or fuch 
greater Part of them fo to be aflembled, as is aforefaid, in any of their 
Affemblies, to proceed to a new Election of one or more ot their Company^ 
in thcRoomor Place,Room$or Places offuch Governor, Deputy-Governor, 
Afljftant, or other Officer or Officers fo dyin^ or removed, according to 
their Difcretions, and immediately upon and atter fuch Eieftion or Elefti- 
ons made of fuch Governor, Deputy-Governor, Affiftant or Affiftancs, or 
uny other Officer of the faid Company, in Manner and Form aforefaid, the 
Authority, Office and Power before given to the former Governor, Deputy- 
Governor, or other Officer and Officers fo removed, in whofe Stead and 
Place new ihall be chofen, fliall as to him an^ them, and every of theixi 
refpeAivcly, ceafe and determine. Provided alfo^ And Our Will and 
Pleafure is» That as well fuch as are by thefe Prcfcnts appointed to be the 
prdent Governor, Deputy-Governo):, and Affiftants of the faid Company, 
AS thofe that (hall fucceed them, and all other Officers to be appointed and 
chofen, as aforefaid^ (hall before they undertake the Execution of their faid

not Contrary to the Laws of this Realm of England^ as well for fetding the 
Forms, and Ceremonies of Government, and Magiftracy, fit and ncce(ra- 
ry for the faid Plantation, and the Inhabitants there, as for Naming, and 
Stiling all Sorts of Officers, both Superior and Inferior, which they (hall 
find Needful for the Government, and Plantation of the faid Colony, and

Forafmucb as the Bounds of Towns j and the Lands of particular Perfons are 
Mnd ought earefulhf to be maintained^ kept up^ and rendered manifeji and certain : 

Therefore, 

BE it enaSedhy the Governor ^ Council^ and Repreftntatives^ in General Court 
ajfemhled^ and by the Authority of the fame^ That every Town in this 
Scate Ihall procure their Bounds to be fet out ; which Ihall be done by fuch 
Marks and Boundaries as may be a plain Dire£lion for the future : Which 
Marks and Boundaries (hall be a great Heap of Stones, or a Ditch of fix 
Feet long, and Vffo Feet and Half wide, of ordinary Depth, at crery 
Corner of the Townlhip ; and in the Lines drawn, or running from Cfirncr 
to Corner, one fuch Mark at lead, in every eighty Rods.

Tcr4ffMuh MS the Education and well Governing of Children is ofjingular Be^ 
nefit to a People : yfnd tob&eas many Parents and Makers are too negligent of 
fbeir Bnty in the Matter : 

BE it enaffed hj the Governor ^ Council^ and ReprefentativeSy in General Court 
affembkd^ and ty the Authority of the fame^ That all Parents and 
Mafters of Children IhaH, by ihemfcivcs or others, teach and inftruft, or 
caufe to be taught and inftrudted, all fuch Children as are under their 
Ctrc and Government, according to their Ability, to read the Englifli 
Tongue well, and to know the Laws againft Capital Ofiences : And if 
unable to do fo much, then at leaft to learn fome fhort orthodox Catechiini 
without Book, fo as to be able to anfwcr to the Queftions that (hall be pro* 
pounded to them out of fuch Catechifm, by thtir Parents, Maftexs, or 
Minifters, when they (hall call them to an Account of what they have 
learned of that Kind. 

A^d if any Parent or Mafter (hall negleft the performing what is by 
this Afl; required of thrm, every fuch Parent, or Matter being thereof 
legally conviAed before any one AiTiftant or Juflice of the Peace, Ihall 
forfeit and pay the Sum of Twenty Shillings^ to and for the Ufe of the 
Poor of the Town whereto they belong. 

And that the Selcft-men of every Town in this State, in their (everal

them ft ill negligent of their Duty, in the Particulars aiorementioned in this 
Aft; whereby fuch Chirdrcn grow rude, ftubborn and unruly, fuch 
Seleft- men {with the Advice of the next Afliftant or Jufticc of the Peace)

An Ad for fecuriog the Rights of Confciencc in Mat- 
ters of Religion, to Chriftians of every Denominati* 
on in this State. 

AS the Happinefs of s People^ and the good Order of Civil Society^ efentialfy 
•^ depend upon Piety ^ Religion and Morality^ it is the Duty of the Civil 
Authority to provide for the Support and Encouragement thereof ; fo as 
that Chriftians of every Denominationy demeaning themfelves peaceably^ and as 
good SubjeRs of the State^ may be equally under the ProteSion of the Laws : And Preamble* 
as the People of this State have in general^ been of one Profeffion in Matters of 
Faith J religious ff^orfhip^ and the Mode of fettling and fuppor ting the Minivers of 
the Go/pel^ they have by Law been formed into Ecclejiaflical Societies^ for the 
mor4 convenient Support 2f their IVorfhip a/nd Miniftry : And to the End that 
other Denominations of Chriftians who diffent from the fVorJbip and Minifiry 
Jo eflablifbed and fupportedy may €njoy free Liberty of Confcience in the Matters 
aforefaid : 

BE it enaSled by the Governor^ Council^ and Reprefentatives^ in General Court 
ajfembledt and by the.

fuch Perfon or Perlons to declare of whom he or they received it ; and 
thereon to proceed in his Enquiries in the Manner aforefaid, after the Author 
of the Mifchief, as far as fuch Authority's Difcretion will guide him* 

Be it further enaSted hy the Authority aforefaid^ That whenever any Perfon 
fhall be the Pofleflbr of any fuch falfe or counterfeit Bill, (on his difcover- fou^'J^fcf^^ 
jng it to be fuch) he (hall deliver the fame to fome Affiftant or Juftice of what mcthoi 
the Peace 5 and inform him that he concludeth the fame p be falfe, and to take. 
counterfeit ; and if fuch Affiftant or Juftice fliall fuppofe the fame to be 
falfe, as aforcfaid, he fhall take the fame, and write the Name of the Perfon 
of whom he received it, on the Back of f^id Bill j and that it was delivered 
him as a. counterfeit Bill.

Time had any fuch Bill that Ihall be taken from the Poffcffor, or fliall by cxtended,&c.

BE it enaSed by tbe Governor y Councily and ReprefentativeSy in General Court 
affembkdy and by tbe Autbority of tbe famey That there (hall be yearly, 'f^^o General 
two General Courts, or Aflemblies, held in this State ; the one at Hartfordy Courts yearly 
on the fecond ThurlHay in Mayy and the other at New-Haven^ on the fccond 
Thurfday in OHobery (unlefs neceflitated by infeftious or epidemical Dif- 
cafcs or othcrways, occafionally to remove to fome other Place :) And the 
firA (hall be called the Court of Ele(5tion ; wherein (hall be chofen from 
Time to Time, one Governor, who (hall be the chief Magiftrate of this 
State, and be ftiled. His Excellency -, and one Lieutenant-Governor, whofc 
.Title (ball be, His Honor ; and twelve A(ri(tants or Counfellors ^ a Trea- 
furer, and Secretary for this State. 

And the faid General Court (hall be compofed of two Branches ; the 
Governor and Council, and the Houfe of Reprefentatives ; who (hall of whom to 
convene in diflferent Apanments to tranfaft the public BuQnefs : And any confift.

or be dead, be recoverable in any Court in this Sute.

And that in all Adions on Book Debts, that (hall be tried by a Jury, 
the jury fliail well weigh and confider the Credit of the Panies or any other 
Perfons interefted, admitted by the Court to take the Oaths in or out of 
the Court, in fuch Cafes and fuch Form, as Teftimonies in other Cale^ 
are by Law allowed, together with any other Evidence given them, and alt 
the other Circumftances attending fuch Cafes ; and upon their Oaths (hall 
give their Vcrdift thereon for what they (hall find juftly due upon their 
Evidence.

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W^HEREJS Defamatfin and Slander is a growing Evil, and tends much ta 
the Difturbanct of ibe Peace : 

BE it enaffed by the Governor^ Council^ and ReprtfentativeSy in General Court 
affemhled, and by the Authority oftbe/amty That whofoever fliall defame 
or ilander anjr Pcrfon or Perfons whatfoeyer, and be thereof legally convic* 
ted before any Court in this State, (ball pay it Sum not exceeding Ten Pounds, 
as a Fine to the pabltc Treafurer of the County in which nich Offence 
is committed, and the Perfon or Perfons flandered, fliall have fuch Cofts 
and Damages, as the Court and Jury that have Cognizance of the faid Caft 
Ihall judge to be reafonable and juft. 

And that if any Negro, Indian, or Molatto-Slave (hall utter, publifh or 
fpeak fuch Words of or concerning any other Perfon that would by Law be 
actionable if uhered, publilhed or fpoken by any free Perfon of or concern- 
ing any other ; fuch Negro, Indian, or Molat to- Slave being thereof convic« 
ted before any one A(riftant or Judice of the Peace, (who are hereby im- 
powered to hear and dctemine tlie fame) (hall be punitfaed by whipping on 
the naked Body, at the Difcretion of the AfTiftant or Juftice of the Peace 
before whom the Trijal is, (Rei'pe(ft being had to the Cir€umftances of tho 
Cafe) not exceeding foity Stripes.

Sugar, two Pence ; for each Pound of brown Sugar, one Penny ; for all 
wrought Iron and Steel Ware, wrought Silks, Muflins, Gauzes, Cambricks^ 
beavee^ caftor and felt Hats, Jewelry, Looking- Glafles, Chifta Ware, earthen 
and ftone Ware, Painters Oil and Colours, Broadcloths of above twenty 
Shillings per Yard, Velvet, Corduroys, Lemons and Limes, fhall be paid 
five per Cent, on the Value thereof in lawful Money, at the Time the fame 
ihall be purchafed or procured, by the Pcrfon or Perfons who fhall retail 
or confume the fame.

Field, (hall and may meet together by themfelves or Agents, annually 
on the Brft Monday in Marcbt or on fuch other D^y as they fhall appoint,

Time of Payment y taking a Receipt therefor y appropriating the fame yjfdely t^ 
the Ufe of the refpeSive Schools. 

* Be it therefore enaBed by the Authority aforefaid^ That if at any Time after 
the Receipt of faid Monies aforefaid, or if at any Time hereafter; the faid 
Monies, or Intereft thereof, hath been or Ihall be, by order of fuch Town 
or Society, or the Committees cho&n by them, put to, or employed for any 
other Ufe than for the fupport of a School, as aforefaid, fuch Sum of Money ' 
received as aforcfaid, fhall be returned into the State Treafury i and tl^ 
Treafurer of this State, upon Refufal thereof, fhall recover the fame Sum or 
Sums of fuch Town or Society, for the Ufe of the State. 

And fuch Town or Society that mifapplies fuch Money, fhall forever loft 
the Benefit thereof. 

That where, in any Town or Society, there is not a fufficiency of Money of 
Intereft provided, in the Manner aforefaid, or by charitable Donations, or 
Sequeftrations, or any other W^y s procured for the maintenance of a School 
as aforefaid, therein, and a fuitable School-Mafter to keep the fame, a fufiv 
cient Maintenance fhall be made up, the one Half by the Inhabitants of fudk 
Town or Society, and the other Half thereof by the Parents or Mafters df 
the Youth or Children that go to fuch School ; unlefs any Town or Society; 
fliall agree otherwife; which they are hereby. impowered to do. 

And every fuch Town and Society by their Vote, fhall have full Power to 
grant Rates for the fupport of fuch School, and choofe a Colleftor to gather 
and coUeft fuch Rates. And what fuch Town or Society ihall agree upon 
and enaft refpefting the Encouragj^ment and Support of the School afore- 
faid, among themfclves, fhall be obligatory upon the whole Town or Society, 
and every Member therein « 

And be it further enaBed arid providedy That each Town and Society, ihall 
have full Power and Authority io divide tbemfelves into proper 9nd neccf- 
fary Diftrifts for keeping their Schools, and to alter and regulate the fan:i^ 
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from Time to Time, as they (hail have Occafion ; which Diftrifts fo made^ 
fliali draw their equal Proportion of all the public Monies appropriated for 
the fupport of Schools, belonging to fuch refpeftive To^ns or Societies, 
according to the Lift of each refpeftive Diftrift therein. 

jtnd that Pbe good Ends propofid in treeing and keeping Schools ^ may not h 
defeated ; 

Be it further enaSedby the Authority aforefaidy That the Civil Authority^ 
together with the Seleft-men in every To .vn, or the major Part of them, (hall 
infpeA, and they are hereby impowered and direfted, as Vifitors, to vific and 
infped): the (late of all fuck Schools as are by rh's Aft appointed to be kept 
within faid Towns, from Time to Time, and particularly once each quarter 
of a Year, at fuch Tinie as they (hail think proper, and enquire concerning 
the Time fuch Schools, are kept, and into the QualiBcations of the Mafters 
4if fuch Schools, together with the Proficiency of the Children under their 
Care: And they are to give fuch Diredions as they (hall find needful^ to 
render fuch Schools moft fcrviceable ibr the increafe of Knowledge^ Religion 
and good Manners : And if the faid Infpe^ors or Vifitors obferve any fuch 
Difdrders or Mifapplicarion of public Money, allowed for the fupport of 
fuch Schools, as will be likely to defeat the good Ends propo(ed, they (hall 
lay the fame before this A(rembly, that proper Orders therein may be given^ 
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And that all Eftates and Inter eft s^ granted and fequejtered for the Support of 
the Schools in this State^ may be truly and properly improved for that Purpofe ; 

Be it further enaSed by the Authority aforefaid^ That the Sekd-men of fuch 
Towns wherein there is but one Ecclefiaftical Society, and the Society Com- 
mittee of fuch Societies where there are more than One in any Town, (for the 
Time being) or a Committee by fuch Town or Society, for that Purpofe ap- 
pointed, (which Committee fuch Town and Society are hereby impowered 
to appoint) (hall be, and they are hereby impowered and direfied to Cake 
Care of, and improve fuch Bonds aud Monies as have been divided and fee 
put to fuch Town or Society, out of the Monies raifed by the Sale of the 
faid Town(hips, or otherways, and to receive fuch as (hall hereafter be 
divided to them, for the Purpofe aforefaid, giving Receipts therefor, to be 
lodged in the Secretary's Office; and of their Improvement thereof, (hall 
from Time to Time be accountable to the Town or Society, by whom 
they are or (hall be appointed : And (uch Town and Society (hall be ao 
countable for the fame before this Afiembly, when thereto required, and be 
liable to be dealt with for their Mifufe of the fame, according to the Decla- 
ration before in this Ad made. 

And fuch Seleft-men, and Committee 6r Committees, ate hereby autho- 
rized and impowered to take and receive into their Care and Cultody, all 
other Eftates, Lands, and Intcrcfts that have been given, granted, fequeftered 
or do belong to fuch Schools, or that (hall hereafter belong thereto, for the 
Support thereof > and (hall ufe, improve, and difpofe of the Intereft, Increa(e) 
Profit or Rent arifing or coming upon any fuch Monies, Lands or Interefts, 
according to the true Intent of (uch Gift, Grant or Sequeftration, for the 
Purpofe aforefaid} which (hall be difpofed of either to the School Matter, 
or to a Committee of the School, to be by them improved for the fuppor£ 
of the School. 

And that the faid SeUUmen^ Committee or Committees may he the better ena^ 
hied to do faid Service -, 

It is further enaSedby the Authority aforefaid^ Th« they, the faid Sclefl:* 
men. Committee or Committees, or the major Part of them, (hall be, anti 
they are hereby authorized and impowered to leafe all ftrch Lands and re?l 
£ftates, and loan fuch Monies as do or (hall appertain to fuch Schools, and is 
or (hall be given for the Ufe aforefaid ; and to commence and profecute fuch 
Suit or Suits as may be necefiary for the Recovery and obtaining fuch Lands, 
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Monies and other Eftatw ; arid to take Lrafcs, Bonds, or other Securities 
to themfclves and their Succcffors, for the ufc of fuch Schools : Which 
Leafts, Bonds^ or other Securities the faid Sclcft-men, Committee, or Com- 
mittees who take the fanle, (hall have Power to fuc and recover thereon : 
And in cafe of the Removal of them, or any of them, by Death or otherwifc, 
their Succeflbrs in that Office or Offices, (hall have as full Power in the Mat,. 
ters aforefaid, to profecute iti their own Names, as thofe whom they fucceed 
as aforefaid, might or could do^ if they had not been removed as aforefaid i 
which Bonds, Lcafcs and Securities fliall, by faid Scleft-men and Committee 
be lodged with the Clerk of fuch Town or Society, who is directed and re- 
quired to keep an Account thereof^ and hold the fame under the Diredion 
of the faid Selcft-men and Committees^for the Purpofe aforefaid j and fuch 
deleft men and Committees Ihall render their Accounts ofthcir Ufc and 
Improvements of fuch Eftatc and Intefeftj unto fuch Town and Society by 
whom they are appointed, when thereunto-required. 

Provided neverthelefs^ That this Aft (hall not extend to any Eftate for- 
ir.erly granted by any particular Perfon for the Benefit of any School or 
Schools in any particular Town or Society ; nor to Grants of any Inttrells 
formerly made by any Perfon to any Town or Society for the fupport of 
Schools wherf*in the Grantor hath committed the Care and Improvement of 
fuch tftate by him given, to particular Perfons, with particular Dircftion? 
for a continual Succeffion in faid Truft \ or where the General Alfcmbly 
hath formerly interpofed and committed thedifpofuion of the Profits of fuch 
Edates to a Committee in a continual Succeffion ; any Thing contained ia 
this A£t to the contrary notwithflanding. 

An Ad relating to the Secretary's Office and Duty. 

DE it enaEled by the Govirhor^ Council, and Reprefdntatives^ in Gineral Court 
^ ajfembledy and by the Authority oftbefamey That the Secretary of this 
State for the Time being, fhall have the keeping and cuftody of theRecords, 
and other [iublic Papefs that contain the Afts, Orders, Grants and Doings 
of the General Affembly ; and that have Relation to fuch Matters and Af- 
fairs as are of general Concern, and are to be recorded or kept in his Office : 
And Ihall record all Afts, Orders, Grants and Refolves made by the Ge- 
neral Affembly, and give true Copies thereof when reafonably thereunto 
required : And fliall within twenty Days after the End of every Seffion ctf 
the General Court, publilh in Writing, under the common Seal of the 
State, fuch Afts, Laws, and Orders of public Concernment, as (hall from 
Time to Time be made by the General Court, and then fend the fame to 
the Printer to the State of Conneilicut for the Time being, in Order to the . 
Printing the fame to be difperfed among the People of this State for their 
better Knowledge thereof. 

And alfo the Secretary (hall be the Keeper of the Seal of this State^ and 
ftiall affix it to fuch Laws, Afts, Orders, Commiffions, Inftruments, aU 
Certificates as he is, or fhall by Law be ordered to do, or Ihall be delired by 
particular Perfons that have fpecial Occafion for xhe fame. 

An Ad to enable Seled-men to affefs the Inhabitants of 
the Town in fome Cafes • 

"ff^HEREAS the Laws of this State do oblige the SeUSmen of each Town 
within the fame, (at the Charge of the 7 own) to provide^ do cTid perform 
various Articles^ Matters and Things : 

Wherefore, to enable therh thereto, 
DE it enabled by the Governor, Council and Reprefentatives, in Genera/ Court 
-^ ajfembledy and by the Authority of the fame. That the Sdea-men^ or 
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tfcc major Part of them, in thefeveral Towns -within this State, when and lb 
often as there (hall need afupply of Money in the Treafury of any Town,

impowered to aflefs the feveral Inhabitants of their faid Town, and make 
a Rate upon them, according to the Lift of the Polls and rateable Eftateo^ 
iehe faid Inhabit&nts, for raifing fuch Sum or Sums as (hall be necc(rary fof 
providing the ieveral Things, and anfwering the (everal Matters aforefaid, or 
any of them ; which Sum or Sums fo raifed the faid Seled-men (hall be 
Accountable for according to the Aft, entitled, '^ jin AS for maintaining and 
Jupparting the Poor*^ And that all fuch Rates io made by the Scleft-meri 
or the major Part of them, in any Town In this State, and delivered to the 
Conftable or Conftables of the Town, with a Warrant annexed thereto, 
figned by the Selcft-men or the major Part of them, and direftcd to the Con- 
ftable or Conitablcs, requiring him or them to gather the fame (which War- 
rant fuch Seleft-tnen arc hereby authorized and impowered to grant, as afore- 
faid) (hall be a fufficrent Warrant for fuch Conftable or Conftables to coUeft 
fuch Rate : And they are hereby required to obey , and fervc fuch Warrant; 
and therein (hall obferve and follow the Directions of the Law relating to 
the gathering and colkfting the State Rates : And when they have coUefted 
the fame according to fuch Warrant, (hall pay the Sum or Sums coUefted 
to the Seleft-men or major Part of them, or to their Order^ tor the Ufea 
aforefaid, and take Receipts of what they pay. 

And in Caie any fuch Conftable (hall not perform the Tru(i hereby com- 
mitted unto him, he (hall be accountable, and (hall and may be proceeded 
againft by Diftrefs, as is provided againft CoUeftors of Rates, in the Law^

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An Aft for appointing and direding Commiffioners of 
Sewers and Scav^gers. 

jy HERE AS there are great ^antities of meadow^ fnarfhy^ and tow Lands ef 

Grounds belonging tofundry Perfons in feveral Towns in ibis State^ which Prwinfcle^ 
anjpcnled hy the overflowing of Waters : And alfo much fwampy and unprofitabk 
l^and which might be rendered profitable by drowning and draining the fame. 

. To the Intent therefore that the Owners of fuch Lands may be encotr^' 
raged and enabled to remove fuch Obftrudions, and dam and flovT 
tiKir Swamps, and other unprofitable Grounds, thereby to bring th^tn 
under profitable Improvement 5 

DE it enaSed by the Governor, Council and Reprefenta/iveSj in Genetat Court 
•*^ affmbled^ and by the Authority of the fame, 1 hat it (hall be in the Power 
«f the Governor atid Council, for the Time being, from Time to Time, 
upon Reqoeft to them made by the major Part of the Proprietors of any fuch 
Xiands, to grant Commifiions of Sewers, to fuch and fo maAy able and dif- 
crcet Perfons, astothemfiiall fcem meet, for the clearing and removing rf 
the Banks and Obftruftions of the Paffages of the Waters in Rivers, 
Brooks, Streams, or Ponds that occafion the overflowing and drowning of 
fDeadow, fwampy and low Lands ; And alfo for the flowing and draining 
of Swamps and other unprofitable Grounds : And alio for damniihg to

An AA for ordering, reftraining, and prefcrving Sheep. 

DE it enoBed by the GovemoTy Council and Reprefentaftves^ in Central Cmtrt 
^ ajfmbled^ and by the Authority of the fame^ That the Owaers of Sheep 
in any Tow^n in this State, or the major Fart of them, (hall be allowed and 
impowcrcd, and they are hereby allowed and impowcred to meet together 
within their Limits, as often as there (hall be Occafion \ and in fach their 
Meetings to order that the Sheep in fuch Town (hall be put together in a 
Flock or Flocks annually, for fuch Time and Scafon of the Year as they 
ihall deteritiine. 

And the Owners of the Sheep of every fuch Flock, arc impowered to 
meet together in their Limits, and in fuch Meeting by their major Vo:c, 
according to their Intereft, to be computed according to the number of Sheep 
each Voter hath, to choofc their Clerk, who (hall be fworn to make true En- 
tries of all fuch Votes and Afts as (hall be made by faid Owners of Sheep : 
And alfo to choofe Sbeep-Mafters for the hiring of a Shepherd, and letting 
out the Flock to fold,and for other prudential Affairs relating to the Flock ; 
And alfo to make Orders for the warnings of their Meetings, and t\\ necef* 
fary Orderi proper for the better managing their Flock, re(braining Ranot 
from going at Large within their Limits, and (ecuring the Flock from being 
dcftroyed by Dogs. 

And if any Sheep (hall go at Large on the Common without a Keeper^ 
in aQ.y Town in this State, fuch Sheep may be taken up and impounded bf • 
any Perfon finding the fame ; unlefs any Town (hall agree and order to the 
contrary within their own Precinfts, refpeAing their Sheep, 

uind whereas it is praSiced in fome of the Towns in this State, by fpme pat'- 
iicular Inhabitants, to turn large Flocks of Sheep on the Highways, with a Keeper^ 
and thereby eat up and destroy the Herbage therein, to the great Detrinum of the 
poor Inhabitants of fuch Towns : Which to pYevent : 

Be it further enaffed by the Authority aforefaid. That no particular Perfon id 
any Town in this State, (hall for the future, turn any Flock of Sheep on 
the Highways with a Keeper, of more than Fifty, to eat up and confumc 
the Herbage therein, without Liberty firft had and obtained from fueh 
Town,, or the Proprietors thereof, on Pain that every Offender (hall forfeit 
and pay the Sum oi Twenty Shillings for every fuch Offence, to him or them 
who will fue for and profecute the farne to effeA. 

And it is further EnaSed^ That every Town that does not agree to have 
any Flock, (hall have the fame Power to make A&s relating to the feftraining ^ 
of Rams and fecuring the Sheep from being deltroyed by Dogs, as the Own^ • 
ers of Sheep have that live within the Limits of any Flock, as aforefaid. 
And no Damage ihall be recovered againft any Perfon for killing any Dog 
or Dogs, accordmg to the Orders of fuch Town or Owners of any Flock. 

And the more effeSitally to prevent Mif chief being done by Dogs to Sheep and 
Cattle in this State^ 

Be it further enaSedby $be Authority aforefaid. That when any Perron or 
Perfons living in any Town in this Sutc, (hall complain to any one of the* 
,ficleft-men of fuch Town, of Damages done among Sheep or Cattle, by their 
being worried, wounded or kilted by Dogs in the Woods or elfewhere in 
fuch Town ; or (hall complain thereof to any one of the Sheep-mafters of 
i\\^ Flocky within the Limits whereof fuch Mifchicf is done, and (hall loibrni 
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&ch Selc£t-men or Sheqj-miftcr whit* and ^hofe Dog or Dogs they fufpeft 
did faid Mifchicf, fuch Scleft-rtian or Shetp-mafter (hall confidcr \^hat fuch 
Complainant fhall offer, at)d any other Matters he (hall think proper to con- 
vince him of the reafonabledefe or unreafonablenefs of fuch Sufpicion, and if 
he be fatisfied there is great Reafon for Sufpicion that the Dog or Dogs com- 
plained of have done the faid Milchief, fuchSeleft-man or Sheep-mafter 
ihall give Sentence that fuch Dog or Dogs fhall be killed : After which.it 
Iball be lawful for any Pcrfon br.Pcrfons. to kill fuch Dog or Dogs. 

And if after fuch Sentence given (fuch Dog or Dogs not being killed) (uch 
Mifchief fhall again be done by Dogs^ the Owner of fuch Shc!cp or Cattle 
worried, wounded or killed by Dogs, fhall recover all his Damages againfl 
the Owner or Owners of fuch Dog or Dogs fentenced to be killed as afore- 
faid 5 unlefs upon Trial the Owner or Owners of fuch Dog or Dogs fhall 
fatisfy the Court, AfTiftant, or Jufticc before whom the Trial is, that the 
Damages were not done by his or their Dog or Dogs fentenced as afprefaid. 

Always prwided. That the Owner or Owners of fuch Dog or Dogs, be 
notified of the Sentence aforcfaid, before the Damage fued for, was done,: 
And that no ProfecUtion by^ virtue of this Afl:, for fuch Damages; be made 
after four Days from the Time fuch Damages are done. 

And whereas fime Perfons of evil Fame^ fumetimes ufe Means to conceal the 
Marks of Sheep and other Creatures tl^ey kill and dre/s, which gives great Sufpi'- 
aon of their feloniouffy having taken thefame^ to the great Damage of the Owners^ 
&c* Which to pievent : 

Be it further enaSed by the Attthority aforefaid^ That wlienfdever any Perfon 
ihall be found killing or dreffing any Sheep, Cattle or Swine, and ihall wil- 
tuHy deface any of the Marks, whether natural or artificial, of fuch Creattire, 
deiignedly to conceal the fame \ or fhall refufe to expofe them to the View of 
any credible Perfon when rcqucftcd thereunto ; in every fuch Cafe the Con- 
ftablcs and Grand-jurors in the Town where fuch Creature fhall |>e fo kilfcd, 
and the Marks thereof, fo as aforefaid concealed, upon credible Information 
thereof, fhall, and they arc required to rpake Prefentment of fuch Offcncjc 
to fornc Court, AfTiftant;, or Juflice of the Peace, who may caufe fuch fuf- 
pcfted Perfon to be brought before him or them ; and if upon Examination 
fuch fufpefted Perfon fhall not fhew to the fatisfadiion of fuch Authority^ 
that he did not kill fuch Creature, (and wilful!/ deface or conceal the Marfcs( 
thereof as aforefaid) or that he had good Right fo to do, he fhall be adjudged 
guilty of felonioufly taking the fame, and fhall pay to the Treasurer of the 
Town where fuch Offence is committed, treble the Value of fuch CreatOTC 
fo kilkd, befides fuch Fine as the faid Court, Afliflaht, or Juftice (hall or-* 
der, not exceeding Twenty Shillings^ or be publicly whipped, not exceeding 
fifteen Stripes. 

And if fuch Perfon fhall withm one Year after fuch ConviAiori, make it 
appear to the Satisfa<5tion of the faid Authority, that he was the i;rue and law- 
fol Owner of fuch Creature fo killed, he fhall receive of laid Treafurer, by 
Order of faid Authority, the three-fold Damages, adjudgedi as aforefaid. 


An Ad for appointing of Sheriffs, and for impowerinig 
and regulating tlicm in the Execution of their Office. 

JD£ it enalted by the Governor, Council and ReprefentativeSj in General Court 
^ affembled^ana by tbtJuthority of the fame. That there fhali be a Sheriff, du- 
ly qualified to execute the Sheriflr's Office in each of the Counties in this State, 
who Ihall from Time to Time, ^s there fliall.be Occafion, be appointed by, 
and bccoinc bound before the Governor and Council, with two fiifficient 
Sureties, Freeholders in this State, by a Recognizance in the Sum of One 
Tbcufand PoundsyXQ the Treafurer of tbe State, for the faithful Adminiftra* 
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tion and Difcharge of faid Office, and for anfwering all fuch Damages as 
any Pcrfon or Pcrfons (hall fuftain by any Unfaichfulnefs or Neglcft in the 
fame t And before he executes faid Office (hall take before the Governor, or 
in his Abfcncc the Lieutenant-Governor, the Oath by Law required to be 
taken by fuch as execute the faid Office ; who (h^li thereupon receive a 
Warrant or Cothmiffion from the Governor, or in his Abfence the Lieute- 
nant-Governor, exprelling him to be qualified as aforefaid, authorizing and 
impowering him to execute the faid Office. And every Perfon being fo ap* 
pointed, qualified and impowered, (hall be accounted, lawful SheriflTof the 
County for which he h appointed ; and {hall have full Power and Authority 
to fcTve and execute all lawful Writs within their rcfpeAive Counties, co 
them diredled, coming from lawful Authority : And fliall have and execute 
the Power and Office of Water-Bailiffs 3 which is hereby annexed to the 
Sheriffs Office. 

And alfo fliall havefull Power within their refpcAive Countfes, to confenw 
the Peace^ and to fupprefs with Force and ftrong Hand, when theneceffity 
of the Cafe fliall fo require, all Tumults, Riots, Routs and other unlawful 
AfTemblies \ and to apprehend without Warrant, all fuch as they fliall find 
fo, as aforefaid, appearing in Difturbance of the Peace, and caufe them to 
appear before the next Afliftant, or Juftice of the Peace; who may, as the 
Cafe after Examination thereinto fliall require^ bind over fuch Offirnders to 
the next County Court in that County wherein the Offence is committed \ 
which Court upon Conviftion of fuch Offenders of the Breach of the Peacc^ 
in any of the Kinds aforefaid, fliall punifli them, and every of them, by Fine 
or Imprifonmcnt,at iheirDifcretion,as theNature of the Offence fliall require. 

That the Sheriffs aforefaid, fliall have full Power, at their Difcretion, to 
commandfuch Affiftanceof fuitable Perfons within theirrefpeAiveCouncies, 
as they fliall judge needful, to affift them in the Execution of their Office 
in every Branch thereof: And whofoevcr being of Age and Ability, and 
being fo commanded, fliall negleft or refufe to affifl any Sheriff in the Exe- 
cution of his Office, according to his Ability, and be thereof convifted in 
the County Court of that County, fliall pay a Fine not exceeding Ten Pounds 
to the Treafurer of faid County, and the Charges ofProfccution^ 

And each and every Conftable in this State fliall, within their refpeftivc 
iTowns have Power equal to what is hereby given to Sheriffs in their rc- 
Ipcftive Counties. 

And in cafe great Oppofition fliall be made againft any Sheriff, in execo^' 
ting of lawful Writs, figned by lawful Authority, or in ferving other lawful 
Writs and Proceffcs, figned as aforefaid^ or in cafe there be a Sufpicion that 
fuch great Oppofition will be made, fuch Sheriff is hereby authorized, by 
and with the Advice of one Affiftant and a Juftice of the Peace, and of fuch 
other Affiftants and Juftices prefcnt, in cafe more arc prefent, to raifc the 
Militia of the County, or fo many of them as they fliall judge needful tor 
the removing ail Oppofition out of the Way ; and fliall proceed therein, 
and be indemnified ; as is provided by the Law, entitled, An AS for prevent 
ing andjpunijbing Riots and Rioters. 

And all Military Officers and Soldiers are hereby commanded to yield 
Obedience to the Sheriffs Commands in fuch Cafes, on the Pains and Fc- 
iialties hereafter mentioned. 

And the Sheriffs fliall not Return that they cannot do Execution. 

That if any Commiffion Officer, or any Soldier fliall negleft or refufe to 
obey the Command of the Sheriff, under the Regulation aforefaid, and be 
thereof convifted before the County Court, fuch Officer fliall pay a Fine 
not exceeding Twenty Pounds^ and every fuch Soldier fliall pay a Fine not 
exceeding Three Pounds ; and the Charges which fliall arife, and Damages 
which fliall be fuftained upon fuch an Occafion, fliall be paid and fatisfied 
out of the Eftates of him or them who are the Occafion of it : And in cafi:

Be it further enaaed by the Authority afctefaid. That Sheriffs and Confta- 
H^les ihall receive aU manner cf Writs, in any Pface and at alt Times withiit 
<#he2r Gouhries or Prccin6ls, when and wherefoever they fhall be tendered td 
them, and fhafi execute the faAne, and make return thereof according t<l 
the Dir^iohs therein giVdn. 

* A Ad Mj Perfoii may demand of the Sheriff or Conftablc to whom he 
delivers any Writ, to give a Receipt thereof under his Hand, wherein th<e 
'Naifiesof the Parties, ine Sum or Thing in t)emand, the Date of the Writ,

An Ad for regulating and infpeding the Building of 
: Ships and other^ Vcflels. 

JPORASMUCH as the Building of Ships and other Vejfels, is or may he a Bu- 
■* finefs of great Import ame in this State \ it is necejfary that fome fuitaUi 
Provijion be made^ that effeSual Careie taken for the weU performing the fame : 

Therefore^ 

BE it enaUed by the Governor^ Council and Reprefentativesj in Generti Court 
affimbled^ and by the Authority of thefame^ That when and fo ofcen as 
any Ship or Veffel of twenty Tons or upwards is to be built or fet up in any 
Town or Place within this State, before any Plank be brought on, the Builder 
or Owner fhall repair to one of the next Affiftants, or Juftices of the Peace 
within the fame County, who upon Requeft made, is hereby impowered to 

appoint 
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appoint and aothoriM one or more able Ship-wrighcs to be Overfeers and 
Surveyors of the faid Building, and of all the Macerials and Workmanfhip 
in and about the fame, from Time to Time, as often as the Builder or Owner 
fees Caufe to call them thereto : who are to take Care chat all the Materials 
be found, fufficient, and fuitable for the Occafion, and chat the Work be 
done and performed ftrong, fubftantial, and according to the Rules of the 
Ship-wrights Art. 

• And to dired, and they are hereby impowered to order and direfb, that all 
infufficient, defedive Timber, Plank, and other Materials, and Workman-* 
ihip be taken out and amended. No Timber or Plank of Oak to be al- 
lowed, other than Whice-Oak or Rock-Oak, (except for the Deck andCiel- 
ing of fuch Ship or Veffd.) 

Which Surveyors fo appointed, (hall be fworn to be faithful and Indif- 
ferent, between the Carpenter and the Owner or Owners. 

That if any Builder or CarpenCer upon Advice, Order and Direflion of 
fuch Surveyor or Surveyors, ihall neglect or refufe to reform and amend 
^bac i^ judged to be defedive or amifs in any Materials or Workmanfliip ; 
every fuch Builder or Carpenter (hall forfeit and pay the Sum of Five Sbit- 
Ungsptr Diem to the Treafurer of that Town where fuch Vc(rel (hall be.iri 
building, until fuch Defedts, Infudiciencies, and Mif-doings ihall be amend- 
ed, being convifted of fuch Refufal or Negled before any one Aflifliant or 
Juftice of the Peace ; unlefs fuch Authority, on hearing of the Bui der of 
Carpenter, (hall iee Caufe to allow him fome further reafonable Time for 
doing the fame ; after which the Forfeiture to be as aforefaid. 

And if any Builder or Carpenter (hall bring to, and faften any Plank 
upon an 7 Ship or Veflel of the Burden aforefaid, before a Warrant of Sur- 
vey be obtained, as aforefaid, and the Surveyor or Surveyors have been to 
view the Frame ; every fuch Builder or Carpenter offending herein, (hall 
forfeit and pay the Sum of 7V» Pounds ; one Moiety thereof to the Treafurer 
of the State, and the other Moiety to him or them that (hall fue for and 
^ profecute the fame to Effect, by Bill, Plaint or Information in any of th6 
V Courts of Record in this State. 

I And that when any Surveyor or Surveyors are called to furvey the 
^Work or Materials, in Manner aforefaid, they ihall have for their Care and 
!|Pains, and Attendance when called Three Shillings for every Survey ; which 
ChargerOf ^Survey ing (hall be born by the Builder when he is defective, but 
^if he is niot ii\Fault, then by the Owner or Owners •, and in Cafe of Travel 
1* out of To^n, \t he Surveyors to be further allowed for their Travel and 
iiecefTary Chaises* 
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An^A6t providing in Cafe of Sicknets* 


I>E it enaffed iy the Governor^ CounciU and Repre/entativesy in General Court 
-^ affembledj tf»^ h the Jutbority of the fame^ That for preventing the 
Reading of Infe^ion, when it /hall happen that any Perfon or Perfons 
xoming from Abroad, or from any Town or Place within this State, are 
vificed^ or have lately been vificed with the Small- Pox, or other contageous 
Sicknefs, or that may juftly be fufpe&ed to have taken the Infe&ion of any 
-fuch Difeafe, which Infection may probably be communicated to others ; 
the Seleft-men of fuch Town in which fuch Perfons vifited with fuch Sick- 
nefs, or fufpe£led tobe'infeded with fuch Dileafe are, Ihall, and they are 
hereby impowered, by Warrant from two Affiftants or Juftices of the Peace, 
or for want of two by any one, to take Care and make effe£tual Provifion 
in the bcft Manner they can, for the Prefervation of the Inhabitants from 
the Infeftion, by removing and placing fuch fick or infeftcd Perfon or Per- 
ioDs to and in a feparate Houfe or Houfes ; and alfo to take Cuxt of the 
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fick ahd infeftcd PcVlons^ by providing of Nurfcs, Tendance and other 
Afliftance and Neccflaries for them, if need be, all at the Charge of the 
Parties themfelvcs, their Parents 6t Mafters, (if able) othcrwifc at the 
Charge of the Town or Place whereto they belong. 

The Accounts to be adjuftcd by the Authority who granted the Wa^- 
rants : The Money to be levied by Diftreft, figned by fuch Authority. 

*rhat in Cafe it happeif that any Perfon or Pcrfons be vifited with any 
Kind of Sicknefs, (whether of an infeAious Nature or not) in any other 
Toivn or Place than that whereunto they belong, and by that Means occa- 
fion a Charge to fuch Town, the SelcA-men of fuch Town (hall lay the 
Account thereof before the County Court of that County wherein fuch 
Town is to which fuch Perfon or Perfons belong ; which Court having 
adjufted the Accounts of fuch Charge, and allowed the fame, or fo much 
thereof as they ftiall judge juft and reafonable, (hall order Payment thereof to 
be made by the Trcafurcr of fuch Town, or in Want of fuch Treafurer by 
the Seleft-men of the fame, ind award Execution accordingly (when the faid 
Court Ihall judge that the Perfons themfelves, their Parents or Matters, <* 
other Retations which by Law are obliged to fupportthem in cafe of Nccd^ 
are hot able to make Payment.) 

And in cafe of the Death of the Perfon who (hould have ftood charged 
with the Debt, the Town ftiali recover the fame of the Executors or Admi^ 
niftrators of theDeceafed, and for the want of Afiets ih their Hands, of his 
Heirs, if any be. 

And when it fhall hiappen any fuch fick and indigent Perfons prove not M 
be Inhabitants of this State, or belong not to any Town or Place withia 
this State, and are not by Law the proper Charge thereof, or of any partt^ 
cular Perfon, and need Relief, then the Charge of fuch Perfon's Sicktieift 
ftiall be defrayed out of the public Treafury of the State, by order of thfe 
Governor and Council : The Account of fuch Charge being firft laid be- 
fore, and allowed by them. 

That whenfoever it fhall be nectffary,fcr the taking care of the fick, ah|[ 
two Afilftants, or Justices of the Peace^ or one in cafe two cannot be had 
in the fame Town where the Occafion fhall happen, may make out a War- 
rant directed to the Sheriff of the County, his Deputy, or Cohftablesofthe 
Town, requiring them, of any of them, in the Name of this State, (with 
the Advice and Diredlion of the Seled-men of the faid Town) to impreft 
and take up convenient Houfe or Houfes, Lodging, Norfcs, Tendance aod 
other Neccflaries for the accommodation of the Sick. 

That if any Town or Place viSted with Sickneft, as aforefard, be ia 
Danger of Suffering for want of fuitable Nurfes or Tenders, which cannot 
be procured in the fame Town, then a Warrant Ihall be granted by the Au- 
thority aforefaid, at their Difcretion, for the imprefling any meet Perfcm or 
Perfons, and other NccefTaries, out of any Other Towns. 

That if any Perfon or Perfons, Seamen or Paffengers belonging to, or 
tranfport^ in any Ship or Veflfcl, arriving at any Port or Harbaur wkhik 
this State, happen to be vifited with the SmaTl.Pox,6r other contagiounSicb 
nefs during theVoyage, or come from any Race where fucli Sicknefs prcvi^ 
and is common : or if any Perfon whatfoever fhall come from any Town or 
Place, either in this, or any neighbouring Government where any fuch In^ 
feftious Difcafe doth prevail or hath lately prevailed •, or when any Perfba 
or Family may be juftly fufpefted abd feared to have taken the Infe£iio^n rf 
any fuch-like contagious Sicknefs, it (hall be in the Power of the Sele^-mca 
of the Town to order fuch Perfon or Perfons, or Family, to Confinement in 
fuch VcfTel, and fuch Place as they fhall think proper; or in fuch Houfe or 
Place, and for fo long a Time as they fhall think mofl convenient and fafc ; 
and if Need fo requirp, upon then- Ap|Mication to one Affiflant, or Jufticc 
of the Peace^ or nx}rc if readily to be Come at, he or they may, and are hereby 

authorized 
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authorized to make out a Warrant to the SherifFor Conftable afbrefaid ; or 
in want of fuch Officers, or for any other fpecial Reafon^ to fome other 
fijicable Pcrfon, (who is accordiiigly hereby impowcrcd with the fame Au- 
thorities, and required upon the fame Penalties as the proper Officers ar<i 
invefted with, and liable to) both for the remanding fuch Perfons on Board 
again, and confining them to the Places aiSgned them on Board or on the 
Shore; and alfo for preventing Perfons coming to, or going from them 
contrary to the Orders given. 

That in cafe the Dillrefs and Difficulties fhall be fo great in any Place 
6r Places, that any further Provilion (hall be found neceifary than is in this 
A'ft provided, upon Application to the Governor or Commander in Chief 
ft>r the Time being, Ke is hereby impowered to make and give fuch further 
Orders and Directions therein, with the Advice and Conient of his Council^ 
as they ikall think fit, for the preventing the fpreading of fuch Infection, or 
tey Thing relating thereto. 

That if any Perfon or Perfons whatlbever (hall willingly tranfgrcfs againfl 
any Rule or Method made by this Act, or provided by Virtue thereof, to 
preve^nt the fpreading of fuch Difeafcs, whether by refufing to nurfe or tend 
luch fick Perfon -, or by reforting to any fuch fick Perfons, or to the Places 
^here they are; or (hall (without Licence firft had aind obtained, from an 
Afliftant, Juftice of the Peace, or Selcft-men) come on Shore from fuch 
Ship or Veffel ; or go from any other infcdcd Place where they are confined 
us atbrefaid \ or t>eing appointed to tend or he with fuch fick Perfons, (hall 
tdare to go abroad from the Houfes where fuch fick Perfons are kept, and go 
into any other Houfe or Company, every fuch Perfon tranfgreffing as afore- 
faid, fhall incur a Penalty or Fine to the Town Treafurer where any fuch 
Offence (hall be committed, as the County Court of that County wherein 
filch Town is, (hall judge meet ; not exceeding the Sum of Eight Pounds. 

That if any Pcrfon or Perfons being impreflcd as aforefaid, to nurfe oi* 
tend, (hall negkA or refu(e to enter upon the faid Service, that it fhall be 
lawful for the Authority who granted the Warrant by which fuch Pcrfon . 
w Perfons were impreflcd, (if fufiicient Excufe to fuch Authority fatisfying 
\k not (hewn) to commit him, her, or them, fo neglecting or refufing, to the 
common Goal of the County wherein the Cafe happens^ there to remain at 
his, her, or their own Charge, till he, Ihe or they better conform themlclves* 
^r the Occafion of their ImprcCBng (hall be over, and fignified by fuch 
Authority under his or thdr Hand to the Keeper of the Gaol for theii" 
Kelea(e« 

That when and fo often as it (hall happen^ that any Perfon in any Hbufc, 

• Family, or Veflel in any Townfhip, Harbour or Road within this State, 

%all be taken fick, and do fear and lufpeA it to be the Small- Pox, or 

tnher contageous Sicknefs, as aforefaid, it (hall be the Duty of the Head of 

•iuch Family, or Mafter of the Ve(rcl, immediately to pat forth a Signal, v\t. 

At every fuch Houfe a white Cloth of two Feet fquare or larger, extended 

^en a Staff or Pole at leaft ten Feet high, by the Houfe, between the Houfe 

«nd the Street or Highway : And on Board a Veffel the Signal (hall be the 

fame hoifted on the Shroiids. 

Which Signal (hall be fo continued till by order of a Juftice, or the 
SeleA-men of the Town ihey (hall t)e difcharged therefrom. 

And oh Failure hereof the Head of luch Family, or Mafter of fuch 
Veffelj on Conviftion thereof before the County Court in the County 
'Where fuch Omiffion (hall be, (hall incur fuch Penalty as the (aid Court 
fliall judge proper •, not exceeding Twelve Pounds. 

- And that in every Town and Place where any fuch infeftious Difeafc 
^ihall break out, to prevent the fpreading thereof, all Owners of Dogs (hall 
deftroy their Dogs orcaufe them to be killed ; and in Ncgleft thereof, it 
^fl&aU be lawful for any ^^crfon to kill the faid 'Dogs. 
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Be 1/ further enabled by the Auibority aforefdd^ That if any Pi^rfon (hall 
bring into any Town in this State, either by Land or Water, from any Place 
infeSed with the Small- Pox or any other mortal or concageous Difcafei &ny 
Goods, Wares or Merchandize^ and land them or expofc them to Sale with- 
out Liberty from two or more of the Scleft-men of faid.Town firft had and 
obtained in Writing under their Hands, fuch Perfoas ihall forfeit the Sum 
^Twenty Pounds lawful Money ; one Half of faid Penalty to the Informer 
who ftiall profecutc the fame to effcft, the other Half to the Treafury of 
tht Town in which fuch Goods are landed or expofed to fale. 

Be it further enaSed by the Authority aforejaid^ That it (hall be the Duty 
of the Sele£t-men, upon Application to them made, to make fpeedy Exami- 
nation whether it be neceflary to air fuch Goods, Wares, or Merchandize 
brought in as aforefaid ; and if they judge it not neceflfary to air them, they 
(hall then give a Certificate to the Ferlbn or Perfons applying therefor, and 
Liberty to Land and fell the fame. And whenfoever any Goods, Wares or 
Merchandize brought in as aforefaid, and are fuitably aired, faid Sded-men 
flialt give a Certificate thereof to the Pcrfoh whofe Goods, Wares, or Mer- 
chandize are thus aired, with Liberty to land or fell the fame accordingly. 

Be it further enaQed by the Authority aforefaid. 'that when it (hall happen 
that any Ship or Vcffel fhall come from any Place where the Small-Pox, or 
other contagious Sicknefs is prevalent, it thall be the Duty of the Matter of 
fuch Ship or Veflel, and in cafe of Ifiability in the Mafter, it fiiall be the 
Duty of the next Officer fucceflfirely upon their Arrival in any Harbour, 
Road or Creek in this State, forthwith to give information to one or more 
of the Seleft*men of fuch Town where fuch Veflel Ihall firft arrive, from 
whence they came^ and the true Circumftances of the People and Cargo on 
Board. And whatever Mafter or other O/Ecer on Board fuch Veflel, ihall 
for the Space of twelve Hours after his Arrival as aforefaid, negled to give 
Information as aforefaid, or ftiall negled; to wait for and pundually obey 
fuch Orders as Ihall be given in fuch Cafe according to. Law, or ftiall fuffer 
any of the People belonging to fuch Ship or Veflel to go on Shore (except 
to give Infornr>ation as aforefaid) fliall forfeit to the Treafurer of fuch Town 
where fuch Offence fliall be committed, the Suna oi fifty Pounds lawful Mo- 
ney, to be recovered by Bill, Plaint or Information in any Court proper to 
try the fame. 

And if any Pafleng^r or other Perfon on Bo;ird fuch Veflel, (hall prefunoc 
to go on Shore from any fuch Veflel (except as before exempted before 
information as aforefaid, has been given, and order thereon made) fuch 
Perfon fliall incur upon himfclf a Fine oi ten Pounds lawful Money, to be 
recovered as aforefaid. 

And be it further enaSed by the Authority aforefaid^ That no Perfon hereafter

Provided alfoy That nothii^ herein fliall be underflood to imfJy 
Sk Countenance to, or Allowance of the Slave-Trade, fo called, on the Afri-* 
can.Coafl:, or elfewhere, L 1 2 An 
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An Aft to enable the United States iri Congrefs aflem- 
bled, td levy certain Duties and Impofts on certain 
Goods and Merchandizes imported into this State, 
to be applied in Payment of the Debts of the United 
States, con traded fot fupporting the late War ; in 
Compliance with a Refolution . of Congrefs of the 
eighteenth of -/4^r/7, 1783.

BE it Enailed by the Governor y Council andReprefentatives in Gmeral Court 
affmbUdy and by the Authority of tbejamcy That the United States in 
Congrefs alTcmbled be, and they are hereby fully authorized and impowered 
to levy for the Ufc of the United States aforefaid, the following Duties upon 
Goods imported into this State from any foreign Port, Ifland or Plantation 
not within any of the United States j upon all Rum of Jofnaica Proof, per 
Gallon, four Ninetieths of a Dollar j upon all other fpiritous Liquors, three 
Ninetieth of a Dollar ; upon Madeira Wine twelve Ninetieths of a Dollar ;

upon Cocoa and Coffee per Pound, one Ninetieth of a Dollar; and upon all 
other Goods a Duty of five per Cent, ad Valoremy at the Time and Place of 
Importation, for and during the Term of Twenty-five Years. 

Provided alxvaysy and be it further enabled by the Authority aforefaidy That

or upwards. And a Monition figned by either of the Perfons before whom 
by this Claufe of this Aft the Libel is to be filed, fliall be good and 
effeftual ; and the fame Ryles fliall bt obferved with refpeft to tbe 
Date and Time of publifliing fuch Monition, and appointing the Tinic 
of Trial of fuch Libels that arc herein before provided, in Cafes of Li- 
bels to the County Court ; and the fenior Juftice of the Quorum fliall 
be the Clerk of fuch Court, and fliall be entitled to have and receive tbe 
fame Fees as the Clerk of the County Court by this Aft is entitled to receive; 
and no Perfon fliall be admitted to file his Claim on any Libel in any of tbe 
Cafes aforefaid, until he fliall have become bound to the Libellant before the 
Court before which the Libel is pending, with good and fufficient Surety, 
jointly and feverally, in a Recognizance to fuch Amount as by fuch Court 
fliall be direfted, to profecute his Claim to'efieft, and pay all fuch Cofts as 
flidl be occafioned by filing fuch Claim, and be allowed and taxed by fuch 
Court. And fuch Claimant may in any of the Cafes aforefaid, put in fudi 
fpecial Claims as he may think proper, and the Libellant fliall on fuch Claim 
cither fpecially reply, traverfe, join iflye, or demur ; and the Parties fliall have 
the fame Rights as to pleading, as parties by Law have in ordinary common 
law Caufes. And in all the Cafes aforefaid the Caufe fliall be heard by the 
Court without a Jury, and an Appeal fliall be allowed to cither Party, to the 
next Superior Court to be holden in that County where tlie Trial is had. 
And in cafe the Libellant fliall prevail againft the Claimaat> the Court befoct 
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whom the Trial is had fhall tax the Cofts occafioned by fuch Claim againft 
the Claimant and his Surety,. and grant Execution againft. them, or either of 
them therefor, in common Form, undet the Hand ot the Clerk of the Court. 
And in cafe the Claimant (hall prevail againft the Libellant, the Court before 
whom the Trial is had fhall tax Coft in favour of the Claimant againft the 
Libellant and his Surety, and grant Execution againft them, or either of 
them, for fuch Coft in common Form, under the Hand of the Clerk of the 
Court, provided the Libellant be a private Perfon ; but no Coft fhall in any 
cafe be taxed in favour of a Claimant aeainft a Libellant who is aNaval Offi- 
cer, Collector or Informing Officer, libelling in his official Capacity, And 
the Judges and Juftices of the Quorum aforefaid, ftiall be allowed the fame 
Fees, per Diem, m any of the Cafes aforefaidj as they are allowed when fitting 
' as a dounty Court. And the Clerks Fees, Sheriffs Fees, WitnefTes Fees, 
Libellants Fees, and Attornies Fees, fhall be as ftated and fet in, the following
